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DETAILED ACTION 

APPLICANTS' ARGUMENTS 

Cancelled claims 1-35, 38-53, 70, 76-77 and amended claims 36, 37, 54, 58-69, 72-75, 
filed 1/24/08, are acknowledged. Applicants' arguments and amendments, filed 1/24/08, have 
been fully considered and are persuasive with the Examiner's Amendment below. The 
examiner's amendment below overcomes a 35 USC 1 12, 2°'' paragraph rejection. All of the 
previous rejections and objections have been withdrawn. 

The drawings, filed 8/8/03, are accepted by the Examiner. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee.

In the claims: 

In claim 73, line 19, delete "heparin- like glycosaminoglycan"; replace with 
"polysaccharide". 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention is directed to a method for determining whether monosaccharides or 
disaccharides of a query sequence match monosaccharides or disaccharides of a polysaccharide 
comprising providing input, generating masks, performing binary operations, and determining if 
there is a match. The prior art does not disclose the method as it is claimed in the instant 
invention. The rejections are withdrawn due to the claim amendments. Because no outstanding 
rejections remain, the claimed invention is deemed allowable.
